| What the Justice has been Doing 


During His Term. — 
Judge Adams yesterday reviewed his 
records of the work he has accomplished 
during the term of his office as City 
Justice. He assumed the duties of the 
office January 1, 1881, and has thus been 
dispensing justice for.a year and almost 
nine months. In that time he has had 
brought before him two thousand two 
hundred and fifty-four cases. This does 


not represent the whole number of 
persons arraigned, as in many cases 
more than one person was on trial, and 
notably in the. cases of Chinese tan 
players, when squads of from twenty- 
five up to thirty were all grouped in*one 
case. The total number would reach in 
the neighborhood of three thousand 
persons. It isnot to be wondered at 
that the Judge is not a candidate 
for re-election. With an army of 3000 
persons menacing him, with the all- 
powerful ballot in their hands, it would 
not be surprising if he should decide 
not to make*‘a run. This is not a fair. 
hypothesis, however. Judge Adams has 
made a good officer and while it is not 
possible that he should escape making 
ene.nies, in the discharge of his official 
duties, of those who have passed under 
his rod but few will harbor ill-will. Bat. 
one man of all the throng has ever at- 
tempted violence to his person, and this 
man soon concluded that he had tackled 
the wrong individual and desisted from 
his abuse.
